On the margins around No. 9, there are pasted six small oval 
pictures containing* heads from Shakespeare : Lear and Cordelia, 
the same, Prospero and Miranda, Macbeth and his wife, Othello 
and Desdemona, FalstafF and Prince Hal (or Sir Toby and 
Viola), King Lear P, Juliet. These are No. 242 in Rossetti’s 
list (Gilchrist II, p. 251). 

The contents of these three volumes are amongst the best 
'•and finest of Blake’s works—a guarantee indeed for which is 
the fact that they were all done for Mr. Butts, Blake’s best 
friend during the chief part of his working-life.

They passed from Mrs. Blake’s possession into the hands of the artist 
Ered. Tatham, with whom she lived in the closing years of her life. The last 
drawing in the portfolio, not included in the above number of forty, is a 
curious coloured picture by Mrs. Blake of a Face in the Fire . At the end two 
leaves containing four proofs of Blake’s engravings of Wedgwood’s Potteiy 
are added.

The lovelist example of Miniature-Art which has appeared 
for sale in the open market during the last fifty years. Even 
the splendid Giulio Clovio of the Townley sale must yield the 
palm to this little MS., when we consider that, beyond the 
exquisite and delicately painted miniatures, it contains nearly 
500 charming borders with an infinite variety of flowers, fruits, 
birds, and butterflies, for surpassing the famous volumes 
decorated by French artists in the fifteenth century. In this 
work we can trace the hand of Gerard of Bruges, a miniaturist 
of the very highest rank, born about 1470-75, many of whose 
works were formerly attributed to Hans Memlinc, and who is 
now generally recognized as the principal illuminator of the 
Grimani Breviary. It was probably destined as a present from 
Philip of Austria, or from his wife Juana (la Loca) to her 
mother Isabel of Castile or her sister Isabel of Portugal; and may 
therefore be assigned to the period between the years 1496, when 
Handsome Philip and Crazy Jane were united, or 1497, when 
King Emanuel wedded the younger Isabel, and 1504, when the 
great Queen Isabel of Castile died. The letters g g frequently 
repeated in the borders are probably rather for Ysabel than for 
Yuana, but there is no doubt that they designate a Spanish 
princess; and even much of the decorative painting betrays 
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genuine Spanish work, perhaps by the assistant hand of Juan 
de Borgona or Pedro de Berruguete. The calligraphy through¬ 
out is Spanish, and although the body of the book is in Latin, 
and according to the Roman use, the last prayer in the volume 
occupying five pages, is in Spanish. It is a translation of “ la 
Oracion de Sant Gregorio Papa,” but with a curious and 
significant modification: the sex of the worshipper is made 
feminine. This seems to indicate the devout Catholic Queen, 
the wife of Ferdinand of Aragon; rather than either of her 
daughters. Two of the pictures look like portraits; one—Saint 
Barbara—I will not venture to identify, but the other—Saint 
Catherine—is almost certainly the portrait of Dona Juana when 
she was about twenty years of age, to judge from the authentic 
likeness given in Carderera’s Iconografia. The first may be that 
of Margaret of Austria “la gente Demoiselle,” who had many 
artists in her service, and who may have been the real begetter 
of this beautiful little MS., on account of her brother 
Philip. 

There are seven full-page miniatures; 12 borders painted 
with landscapes and figures ; 48 small miniatures, and hundreds 
of initials and dainty borders of the most varied design. The 
studies in natural history are exquisite; the gauzy wings of 
insects and the velvety down of the butterfly are limned with 
rare delicacy; there is inimitable freshness and beauty in the 
flowers and wild fruits ; tissues of gold and silver-cloth, jewels 
and gems, are painted with great power. How this MS/'was 
treasured and admired in the seventeenth century appears from 
two inscriptions written in gold on separate leaves at beginning 
and end. The one in front is as follows, written about 1620 
Juvit delectans, animseque oculisque voluptas, 

Qua) scripsit pingens officiosa manus 

D. Bonaventuras de Rubeis 

Diletto agli occhi, aiuto a Talma ascrisse 

L’ufficiosa man che pinge e scrisse. 

The inscription at the end is simply “ Pagine 248 ”—merely a 
record of the number of leaves (not pages). 

The MS. begins with the Calendar, in which there are 
twenty-four miniatures. The initials g g occur in the borders 
of the months of May and October—a circumstance which we 
might couple with the facts that the younger Isabel was born 
in October , 1470, and married Dom Manoel in October , 1497— 
and that he was born in May, 1469. The full-page miniatures 
represent Jerome worshipping in the forest, St. Anthony in the 
foreground of a fine landscape, St. George fighting with the 
Dragon, St. Apollonia, St. Catherine, St. Barbara, St. Chris¬ 
topher. The border-miniatures are arranged in scenes and 
occupy the entire margin of each page so decorated. The first 
is Christ in the garden, the disciples sleeping, Judas leading the 
soldiers up from below, iu camaieu-bleu ; 2, Scenes from the 
life of St, Anthony in the desert; 3, A palace-garden, a young 
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lady kneeling and tending flowers, a young gentleman approach¬ 
ing from an open door (the long golden robe and her costume 
indicate princely rank; they must be Philip and Jnana, or 
Manoel and Isabel) ; 4. Scenes from the life of St. Catherine, 
camaieu or , and camaieu bleu; 5. Scenes from the story of St. 
Barbara, camaieu or and camaieu bleu; 6. The same two royal 
lovers as in No. 3, seated together in the palace-garden, he 
being now in succinct costume, having discarded the long 
princely robe ; 7. The stall at Bethlehem, the Adoration of the 
Shepherds, distant towers and houses ; 8. Pilgrims at a Shrine, 
groups of statuary in camaieu gris , under golden canopies 
around; 9 represents apparently a funeral cortege, although 
without black robes or signs of mourning, monks bearing a 
covered bier or table towards the foot of a cliff where armed 
warriors are waiting to receive them (this is exquisitely painted, 
and there is nothing finer in Italian work than the colouring 
and design here) ; 10. Christ before Pilate, arraigned by the 
Jews, and the procession with the Cross to Calvary through the 
streets of Jerusalem (this also is delicious in the harmony of 
colours and the delicate drawing of the numerous figures) ; 
11. A street with houses, two boys whipping tops; 12. The 
symbols of Christ with some heads ; 13. A field of skulls, gates 
of a cemetery, a church in the back, and a grim death's head 
occupying the initial. The smaller miniatures in initials or 
borders need not be particularized, but all are fine, and some 
of marvellous delicacy, painted in grisaille. Independently of 
the g g united by a cordon in different places, there are in some 
of the borders groups of letters, used apparently for the most 
part as mere ornament, but sometimes significant. The 
recurrence several times of the letters YQ YQ, evidently indicates 
a symbol in imitation of the QY, which we know was used by 
Philip of Austria as his motto (Qui voudra).

This very rare undescribed edition, without signatures or catchwords, was 
probably printed by Johan Zainer, at Ulm, about 1473. It contains 1 leaf for 
the Table of Contents, and 240 leaves of text, 43 lines to a full page.
